Safer speeds 
for more 
local roads 


20 mph zones extended

THREE more new 20mph 
zones are being introduced 
in the royal borough this 
month as part of a council 
scheme to make local roads 
even safer for residents. 

The council is introducing 
20mph speed limits in 
residential streets across the 
borough to further improve 
what is already one of the best 
road safety records in London. 

The most recent figures 
show the borough has seen the 
biggest reduction in serious 
road casualties of all London 
boroughs. The borough is 
bringing in lower speed limits, 
raising awareness and backing 
education programmes about 
road safety in order to build on 
that record even further 

The three new 20mph 
zones being introduced this 
month in the Broadwater 
Road area in Thamesmead, 
the Calderwood Street area 
in Woolwich and the Begbie 
Road area in Kidbrooke. The 
physical works needed to 


bring in the speed limits - such 
as introducing new signs, 
traffic calming measures, 
raised tables and road humps 
- began last week. 

Further new 20mph zones 
will be introduced later this 
year in areas around William 
Barefoot Drive in Eltham, 
Weigall Road in Kidbrooke 
and Kingsman Street in 
Woolwich. When all these 
works are finished it will mean 
65 per cent of the borough’s 
residential roads will have 
a maximum speed limit of 
20mph. 

The council will then assess 
which of the remaining zones 
to do next, drawing up a 
priority list for 2016/17 based 
on the number and severity of 
any collisions on the borough’s 
roads - prioritising certain 
locations such as those close 
to schools or where incidents 
have occurred on journeys to 
and from school. 

Councillor Danny Thorpe, 
the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for regeneration

Eltham cinema plan exhibition 


THE Royal Borough of Greenwich is due to 
submit a planning application in regard to 
a new cinema complex development at the 
heart of Eltham. 

The royal borough has selected an 
operator for the cinema and is submitting 
a detailed planning application later this 
month. The proposals include a six cinema 
auditoria and two restaurants on the 
ground floor. 


Details of the proposals can be viewed a 
public exhibition at the Eltham Centre in 
Archery Road which will be displayed from 
Thursday 9 July till the end of the month. 

Statutory consultation will be carried 
out as part of the planning process and 
full details of the proposals, along with 
supporting plans and reports, will be posted 
on the council's planning portal, subject to 
the application being validated. 


Council challenges government directive 


THE Royal Borough of 
Greenwich has begun legal 
action against a government 
decision to direct the borough 
to stop publishing Greenwich 
Time weekly. 

The Council has decided to take 
this action as it does not believe 
that the Government has a 
good enough reason to direct 
the Council to stop producing 
Greenwich Time each week. 

The Government says it 
is directing the Council to 
stop publishing Greenwich 
Time more than four times 
a year in order to protect 
the independent press from 
unfair competition. Yet MPs 
on the communities and local 
government select committee 
found little evidence to 
support the view that council 
publications are competing 
unfairly with independent 
newspapers. 

Unlike other local newspapers, 
Greenwich Time is delivered 


to every household in the 
borough allowing the Council 
to give every household in 
the borough equal access to 
important council information, 
like council services and 
available council housing. 

The Council also uses it to 
place advertising that it is 
legally bound to publish each 
week - including planning 
applications and traffic notices. 
The Council uses Greenwich 
Time to do this as it would cost 
the taxpayer nearly a quarter of 
a million pounds more to put 
those adverts in another local 
paper and to produce the extra 
publicity we would need to tell 
people about council services. 
Opposition councillors in the 
Royal Borough have raised 
concerns about the council's 
decision to spend money on 
the legal challenge but the 
Council says it is about saving 
taxpayers money overall. 
Councillor Denise Hyland, 


Leader of the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich said: 

"The fact that producing 
Greenwich Time weekly saves 
taxpayers money - at a time 
when budgets are being 
squeezed tighter than ever 
before - gives us every reason 
to fight this decision on behalf 
of our residents. 

"The cost of the legal action 
is a great deal less than the 
cost to the taxpayer were we 
to place our advertising in 
another local paper. 

"We either take the case to 
review or we start spending 
an extra £21 ,000 a month of 
taxpayers' money to comply 
with the Secretary of State's 
direction by placing our 
adverts into local newspapers, 
producing leaflets and a 
quarterly Greenwich Time 
instead of our weekly edition. 
We are advised we have a 
strong case and would seek to 
recoup legal costs if successful."

Plans for Plumstead 
library a step closer 

PLANS to upgrade library and leisure 
services in Plumstead have moved a step 
closer after a successful consultation with 
residents. 

The council is now ready to commission 
a feasibility study on the existing library 
building, with the aim of creating a new 
library and leisure service for Plumstead 
under one roof. 

It follows online consultation and 
conversations with Plumstead residents 
on how best to improve library and leisure 
services. Residents said their priorities were 
to have access to good quality books and 
materials, as well as more computers and Wi-

There will be ongoing consultation as part of 
developing the final plans for the centre. 

The plan for Plumstead follows successful 
library/leisure schemes at the Eltham Centre, 
Woolwich Centre and the recently opened 
Greenwich Centre which all offer a range of 
services under one roof. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the cabinet member 
for culture and creative services said: "Whilst 
other councils are closing libraries due to 
cuts to their funding, our sound financial 
management has meant we are opening and 
refurbishing new larger facilities. 

"This also fits into our plans to continue to 
make our service centres community hubs 
where people can loan books and DVDs, keep 
fit, study and learn new skills, access health 
services and interact with the council. It is all 
part of our commitment to provide services fit 
for the 21 st Century."

Healthy living roadshow 
starts borough tour

FAMILIES across the royal borough 
can have fun eating well and getting 
active this summer with help from 
the council’s Change4Life healthy 
living roadshow.

Stay safe in the heat 


AS TEMPERATURES soar, the 
royal borough is joining GPs in 
encouraging people to make sure 
they protect themselves and their 
families in the heat. 

Local people are also urged to keep an 
eye out for vulnerable neighbours and 
others who are at risk when it’s too hot 
for too long. 

Dr Ellen Wright, a local GP and Chair of 
NHS Greenwich Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said the health of the elderly, 
young children and babies and those 
with serious illnesses can be seriously 
affected by dehydration, heat exhaustion 
and heatstroke, and sunburn. 

“Most people enjoy getting out in the 
sunshine but it’s important to remember 
that the change in temperature can cause 
health risks. 

“However, there are general steps that 
people and families can follow to make 
sure they stay safe while making the 
most of the warmer weather,” she said. 

Cllr Denise Scott-McDonald, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
wellbeing and public health, added: “If 
the weather gets very hot, please keep 
an eye out for any neighbours who are 
elderly or who might be vulnerable to the 
heat - especially if they live alone.” 

General tips for everyone to be sun safe 
are: 

• limit your exposure to the sun to short 
periods between the hours of 11am to 3pm 

• if you have to be out in the sun 


for longer periods, wear a high factor 
sunscreen and reapply regularly, 
especially to babies and children 

• wear loose cotton clothing to cover 
as much of the body as possible and keep 
you cool 

• drink lots of cool drinks to stay 
hydrated 

• seek shade 

• wear sunglasses and a hat 

• never leave anyone in a closed, 
parked vehicle, especially infants, young 
children or animals. 

• keep babies out of the sun as much as 
possible, especially when the sun is at its 
strongest, attach a parasol or sunshade 
to the pushchair. You and your baby 


should both drink plenty of fluids so you 
don’t get dehydrated 

• Muslims who may be fasting during 
Ramadan are advised to balance food and 
fluid intake between fasts and especially 
to drink enough water 

• if you have any health concerns for 
yourself or for someone you know, please 
contact your GP or pharmacist. You can

• If you are concerned about the safety of a 
vulnerable neighbour contact the Council's 
Contact Assessment Team on 020 8921 
2304 or 020 8854 8888.

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Drugs cash goes 
to kids hospice 

THE Demelza hospice for children is one 
of two charities to benefit after Greenwich 
Police donated £13,380 cash seized from a 
drug dealer. 

The money was forfeited after a court 
case and donated to the Eltham-based 
charity and the Battersea Cats and Dogs 
Home. 

A drug dealer from Abbey Wood has 
been jailed for five years and three 
months. 

Harry Simpson, 24, from Commonwealth 
Way was sentenced at Woolwich Crown 
Court after pleading guilty to possessing 
cocaine and cannabis with intent to 
supply. He also admitted driving while 
disqualified, and possession of criminal 
property and cannabis. 

He was arrested on February 12, 
after driving a hired BMW erratically in 
Commonwealth Way. Police found he was 
driving while disqualified and without a 
licence or insurance. 

Detectives searched his home address 
and seized cocaine with 89 per cent purity 
as well as one kilo of cannabis with a total 
street value of £40,000. 

He was also sentenced to two years 
and six months for possession of 
cannabis, two months jail and three 
years disqualification for driving while 
disqualified, and a total of 21 months 
for two offences of possessing criminal 
property, which was the cash seized at 
his home. All sentences will be served 
concurrently.
